Narrows, Ky., April as I9'>l. 

On my recent trip to the West 1 
visited what it perhaps the most uni 
que last resting place ol a fauion* per- 
sonage to be found in the word. A 
magnificeut cascade descending 510 
feet in seven leaps in Cbeycnnne Can- 
non, Colorado, sod known ss Seven 
Fulls, is one of thechiel attractions ot 
the Colorado mountains, whose nstur- 
si scenery it lamed nil around the 
glo*)e.

Doctor David P. Barrows, Superln« 
tendent of City Schools, has been ap> 
pointed as acting principal of the Nor 
mal School by the Military Governor, 
during this school's preliminary term 
Irom Wednesday, April, 10, to May 
10, this year. The Military Governor 
has also authorised the expenditure ol 
ly.ooo Mex lor the expenses of thU 
institution. 

This Normal School, as has beer 
stated In a previous issue of Ihe Timer 
IMS been instituted for the bene6t pi 
the teachers ol the public schools ol 
the Archipelago, and besides thi 
’uunicipal and provincial teachers the 
school will be open lor applicants U 
the position. 

It is expected to employ the servicer 
if about forty English teachers Irom 
rhose now in the city, in the province! 
or who are on their way here Th> 
The sessions will be held in the build- 
ing ol the Girl's Municipal school. 

The noruisl conrse will be divider' 
ioto lour dISerent classes under thi 
subjects of English, Geography 
Arithmetic and School Mansgemen' 
sud methods. There will be a num 
ber of sub courses under each snbjeci 
to accommodate the teachers in vs 
rious stages of progress. This is foi 
the reason that the municipal teseberr 
have bad advantages to improve 
themselves over the provincial tench 
I rs. Some have been studying Eng 
iish for two years, or during tbeii 
r intact with English speaking peopU 
aid nearly all have betn studying thr 
Mngu.rge most assiduously lor thr 
past lour months. The bri'f term o' 
le Normal School is intended t- 
tund iff this work, so there will b« 
emugb teachers to conduct every 
lurse in English in another year. 
The conrse in English, lor example 
.-til have a sub conrse such as eas' 
las.sics and other English; anothei 
onrse in English along historicH 
ines with sapplementary studies; 

I urth course along geographical am 
cieutiGc lines, and a Gitb course it 
English grammar. Unrer each o 
these the work will be arranged to b< 
idapted to the qualifications of thi 
•ludents. ^ 

The course in school mnnagemenl 
will consist of sbont ten lectures to b«
